TOTAL OF INJURED

Many Yale Students in 
Crowded House— Man- 
ager Arrested on Orders 
of Coroner. 


New Haven, Conn., November 28. 
Fire swept the crowded Rialto 
theater, a motion picture house, Sun- 
day night and the police estimated 
early Monday morning on the basis 
of various accounts that 20 persons 
perished, 

Three bodies have been recovered, 
those of two women and one man. 
Only one has been identified, that of 
Mabel Moran, of Derby, Conn. The 
other two, those of a young woman 
and the man are badly charred and 
identification will be difficult. 

Timothy Halon, who was not in 
the theater but rushed in from the 
street to help in the rescue work died 
of heart failure in an ambulance 
while being taken to a hospital. 

Bodies In Ruins. 

From five to fifteen bodies are be- 
gieved to be in the ruins of the thea-

Lawrence W. Carroll, manager of 
the theater, was arrested late Sun- 
day night om the order of Coroner 
Mix who said he was prepared to 
lodge a charge of manslaughter 
against him. 

Frank Kildea, member of the New 
Ilaven fire department, is among the 
badly injured at the general hospital. 
He was caught beneath a section of 
a side wall of the old building while 
searching for bodies within the house.

Incense was being burned on the stage 
as the prologue was being shown, 
when from somewhere behind the 
ecreen there came a burst of flame, 
and, according to some, an explosion. 

A frightful panic ensued, many 
persons being trampled or overcome 
either by extreme heat or suffocation. 
Human forms dropped from the bal- 
cony, which had a seating capacity 
of 300, onto the struggling mass in 
the pit, as balcony patrons were 
forced over the rail or leaped to make 
a short cut to the exits.

The panic-stricken pat- 
rons could be descried only by the | 
reflection of the mounting flames.

In Mad Panic. 

The crowd waiting in the lobby for 
the second show was apprised of the 
tragedy by screams from behind the 
house doors. Then the doors burst 
open and the lobby crowd was fairly 
swept out onto the sidewalk and to 
the street by the mad rush of panic- 
stricken men and women, some with 
their clothing singed. 

Immediately behind the Rialto, 
which now is only a black shell of 
ruins, is the Hyperion theater, a 
burlesque house. A show was sched- 


uled there Sunday night, and was 
about to start when the fire broke out 
in the Rialto. The Hyperion perform- 
unce was abandoned and the crowd 
filed out as firemen ran hose through 
the aisles to prevent that structure 
from catching fire.

The validation of Atlanta’s big bond issue of $8,800,000 comes as | 
a timely and fortunate stroke for hundreds of idle who are now seek- | 


ing employment. 


It will be something like ninety days yet before the actual con- | 
struction can be begun with funds derived from the bonds, but even | 
with this delay, it is encouraging to know that early in the coming | 


year a great amount of work is to be begun and carried through to 
completion during the year ahead of us. 


The delay of two or three months is occasioned by the fact that | 
the bonds will now have to be printed and then sold before the money | 
In addition quite a number of details will have to be | 
worked out in planning the work to be done under the direction of |

OUR FARM VISITORS. 

The advertising value of the 
recent Georgia tour by the dele- 
gates to the national convention 
of farm bureau federations is sug- 
gested by the statement of George 
A. Montgomery, of Manhattan, Kan., 
appearing in the news columns of 
this issue of The Constitution. 

Mr. Montgomery is publicity di- 
rector of the Kansas State Feder- 
ation of Farm Bureaus and editor 
of its official farm publication; and 
the impressions he received upon 
this tour are those of a trained 
observer, and of a mind that cer- 
tainly was not biased in Georgia’s 
favor, but seeking only the truth 
by actual first-hand observation 
and personal contact. 

In that respect he is typical of 
the 100 or more delegates who 
were the guests of the Georgia 
association upon this trip, which, 
unfortunately, by reason of time 
limitations, permitted a swing 
around only a small circle, afford- 
ing the travelers an opportunity to 
see only a fractional part of the 
state. 

But what they did see will enable 
them to draw a fairly accurate 
conclusion as to the wonderful re- 
sources and possibilities of the 
state as a whole, and the proba- 
bilities are that their brief ex- 
perience will have whetted their 
appetites for more! 

This party was made up of prac- 
tical farmers and rural life enthu- 
siasts; and most of them had not 
been in Georgia before. Certainly

The charges for handling news- 
paper mail has almost doubled 
within the last few years.

The Diet of a Nonagenarian. 
Old Man from Missouri writes: 
“I will be 91 years*old in a few 
months. Can you give me a few hints 
about food—what kind of food I 
should eat in order to enjoy and pro- 


leogg life? What food and drink would | 


yon take if you were in my place 
in respect to age?” 

If I were 90-odd I’d enjoy— 

But, see here, my good friend from 
Missouri, wouldn't it be more logical, 
first, for you to tell me what kind 
of food I should eat in order to at- 
tain the age of 90, still in possession 
of all my senses like yourself? I'd 
like to hear from a few who have 
actually done it, what their views 
and practices have been, what the 
state of their physical and mental 
powers be now. 

If I were 90 I think I'd enjoy a 
light breakfast of some kind of fruit, 
raw fresh fruit in season, stewed or 
canned fruit out of season, with a 
slice of buttered toast and a cup of 
unboiled coffee. Then I'd eat nothing 
more until 7 p. m., when I should 
indulge in a. baked potato. with some 
meat or fish or egg cooked to taste, 
three days a week only, a relish or 
salad or fresh green vegetable from 
the garden, and a pint of milk.with 
a cracker, cookie or piece of cake, 
or a cup of tea, instead of milk some- 
times. That amounts to one and a 
half meals a day, ample for a lad 
of 90. 

The late reverend Sir William Osler 
quotes with approval the thirteenth 
aphorism of George Cheyne. Cheyne 
was born in 1671 in Scotland, but in 
spite of that he ate so much that 
he weighed 448 pounds at 30 and was 


listless, lethargie and short of breath, | 


to have better sense 
milk and vegetables. 
He even began to exercise freely— 
the exercise being free and Cheyne 
being Scotch, you know—and will you 
believe it, I don’t myself, tho Cheyne 
vouches for it, the man reduced to 
150 pounds, regained his pep and vig- 
or, and lived to the, for those days, 
extraordinary age of 72 years, 
enough to write a classic on health 
and long life. The thirteenth aphor- 
ism therein, which Osler indorsed, is 
this: 

“Every wise man, after 50, ought 
to begin to lessen at least the quan- 
tity of his aliment, and if he would 
continue free of great and dangerous 
distempers and preserve his senses 
and faculties clear to the last, he 
ought every seven years to go on abat- 
ing gradually and sensibly, and at 
last descend out of life as he ascend- 
ed into it, even into the child's diet.” 

Do not be confused by that idea 
of “abating” - every seven years. 
Things’ generally went by sevens in 
those days, nearly everybody having 
the itch. 

Aside from all the good mystery 
and detective stories | could get hold 
of. at 91 I'd read again 
“The Art of Living Long.” 
had some license to speak 
subject, being 102 when he 
away.

The defeat 
was more or Jess of an accident, of 
eours:, but then Ohio deserved to be 
beaten if it was not strong enough 
against Illi- 
nois, which had not won a conference 


‘game in the season. 


Ohio, however, is comforting itself 
on the fact that it leads the con- 
fe-onee, although it is the baby of 
the Big Ten. It has been in the 
conference only nine years, during 
which it has won 25 and lost 10 
games, with one tie. Illinois, in those 
same years, has won 30 and lost 15 
and tied five.

Ryther was 
being held at the county jail in Cas- 
sapolis tonight and it was announced 
Ardith Monroe, 12-year-old daughter 
of Monroe, who was badly beaten by 
the slayer, would be brought to the 
jail soon in an attempt to identify 
the man as her assailant. Ardith was 
badly injured by the murderer, but 
recovered in a_ hospital. 

To Search for Boy. 

Donald Bass, 19, and Earl Cisco, 
20, negroes arrested late yesterday 
with Ryther were released today. 
They had admitted being in Ryther's 
company several hours’ before’ the 
murders were committed. 

A country-wide search for the un- 
identified boy named by Ryther will 
he instigated, county authorities an- 
nounced tonight.
